Dear Northeast (NE) Multispecies Permit Holder:

This letter is to inform you that the haddock daily and maximum trip limits for vessels fishing
under a limited access NE multispecies day-at-sea (DAS) permit are suspended for the remainder
of the 2005 fishing year. Consequently, the haddock daily, and maximum trip limits for vessels
fishing under a limited access Handgear A and open access Handgear B permit, are also
suspended for the remainder of the 2005 fishing year.

Effective May 3, 2005, there is no haddock daily or maximum possession limit per trip for these
vessels through April 30, 2006, unless otherwise notified.

The suspension of the haddock trip limit is to provide the industry the opportunity to harvest at
least 75 percent of the target total allowable catch (TAC) of haddock for the fishing year,
without exceeding the target TAC.
